Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1960,  combined  with  that  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  year  we  bade  farewell  to  Mr.  P.  J. 
Fisher,  who  had  given  long  service  to  the  Borough  as  Chief  Public 
Health  inspector.  In  his  place  we  welcomed  Mr.  D.  R.  McCulloch, 
who  by  the  year  end  has  become  a well  established  member  of  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

The  following  comparative  statistics  are  presented  for  the 
information  of  the  Council  — 

Births 

The  births  numbered  512  during  the  year  which  is  a decrease 
of  19  compared  with  1959. 

The  birth  rate  is  17.8  being  a decrease  of  0.7  on  the  previous 
year,  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  17.1. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  25.4  per  1,000  births  as  against 
22.6  last  year  and  21.7  for  England  and  Wales, 

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  thirteen  deaths  under  1 year,  8 
oceured  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

During  1960  there  were  five  deaths  from  Congenital  Malfor- 
mations. 

Of  the  eight  infant  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  month  of 
life  seven  were  within  the  first  week,  and  six  of  these  due  to  prematurity. 
Th  is  perinatal  mortality  and  in  particular  the  possible  causes  of  prema- 
turity are  having  considerable  attention  devoted  to  them  in  obstetric 
circles.  One  infant  death  under  one  year  old  was  due  to  pneumonia 
or  bronchitis.  How  far  these  might  have  been  prevented  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  assess. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  as  a result  of  confinement  during 
the  year. 

Heart  and  Allied  Diseases 

1 here  were  97  deaths,  which  was  a decrease  of  37  compared 

with  1959. 

Deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  death  rate  per  1 ,000  population  in  1960  was  1.92  the 
average  for  the  five  years  1934-38  was  1.36, 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  during  1960  (54) 
was  an  increase  of  2 compared  wi  th  1959, 

Infectious  Diseases, 

Notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  town  has  been  low. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  again  noteworthy  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  period  under  review,  this  is  the  ninth  consecutive  year 
in  which  no  cases  of  this  disease  have  occured. 

Poliomyelitis, 

During  the  year  there  were  no  cases 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  26  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with 
15  last  year,  and  one  of  Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared 
with  one  the  previous  year. 

Fleetwood  has  been  having  more  new  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  than  one  would  look  for  in  face  of  the  national  decline  in 
its  incidence.  As  1 wrote  in  the  1959  report  plans  were  being  made 
for  a large  scale  investigation.  This  was  undertaken  in  the  Spring  of 
1960  when  a Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  from  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  spent  a number  of  weeks  with  us.  During 
this  period  a total  of  9,255  persons  had  an  X-ray  of  the  chest  - 4060 
males  and  5195  females,  This  was  an  increase  of  over  4000 
on  the  number  for  the  1955/56  survey.  Useful  information  was 
obtained  and  followed  up. 

The  thanks  of  the  officials  concerned  in  this  survey  are  due  for 
all  the  various  ways  in  which  voluntary  workers  co-operated  with  them. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  number  of  known  cases  of  dysentery  was  5 compared  with 
28  last  year.  Care  must  continue  to  be  exercised  in  food  handling, 
particularly  in  the  home. 

Road  Accidents. 

It  is  regrettable  to  have  to  report  that  there  were  three  deaths 
during  the  year  from  motor  vehicle  accidents. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  section  of  the  report  covering  the  Port 
work  that  a special  feature  of  the  work  this  year  has  been  an  endeavour 
to  reduce  contamination  of  trawlers  water  supplies.  This  is  bearing 
fruit  and  it  is  expected  that  a pronounced  improvement  will  be  noted 
next  year. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  McCulloch  for  the  support  he  has  given 
to  me  since  he  came  to  Fleetwood  and  for  the  zeal  with  which  he 
carries  out  his  work.  Also  to  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Doherty  the  other 
members  of  the  Health  Inspectorate,  and  the  clerical  staff.  Better 
conditions  in  the  accommodation  of  the  Health  Department  are  ex- 
pected in  the  early  part  of  1961  and  these  improvements  will  be  most 
welcome  to  all  concerned,

Fleetwood  is  situated  within  the  Fylde  District.  Lying  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Wyre,  it  is  a seaport  and  market  town.  The  area 
is  bounded  on  the  North  by  Morecambe  Bay,  on  the  west  by  the  Irish 
Sea,  on  the  east  by  the  River  Wyre,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Urban 
District  of  Thornton  Cleveleys. 


Most  of  the  land  is  low-lying ; the  subsoil  varies  from  sand  and 
gravel  near  the  coast  to  heavy  marl.  The  principal  industry  is  Deep 
Sea  Fishing,  with  its  contingent  industries  : it  is  also  a seaside  resort 
of  considerable  importance.

Hospitals 

Fleetwood  hospital,  contains  28  beds  and  four  cots,  for  cases  of 
general  sickness  and  accidents,  but  being  administered  by  the  Blackpool 
and  Fylde  Hospital  Management  Committee  patients  can  be  and  are 
sent  or  transferred  to  any  suitable  Hospital  within  the  district. 

For  infectious  diseases  there  is  the  Devonshire  Road  Hospital, 
Blackpool. 

Milton  Lodge  Maternity  Home,  of  1 1 beds  is  fully  occupied  and 
provides  an  important  Service. 

Rossall  Hospital  with  130  beds  and  Wesham  Park  Hospital  with 
276  beds,  are  available  for  the  chronic  sick  of  all  ages,  and  there  are 
also  44  psychiatric  beds  available  at  Wesham  Park  Hospital. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

For  both  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  keep  available  within  the  district  two  motor  ambulances 
and  one  car  for  sitting  cases.

Under  this  Act  the  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority, 
and  their  Medical  Officers  make  the  examination  of  the  children 
attending  the  Council  Schools.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  official  action  in  any  case  during  the 
year.  All  cases  of  aged  persons  without  proper  care  and  attention  are 
referred  to  the  Divisional  Health  Authority  for  the  necessary  action. 


Population 

The  resident  population  of  Fleetwood  to  June  1960,  is  estimated 
to  be  28,710,  an  increase  of  1,185  over  the  1951  Census  figures.  The 
increase  during  the  year  of  births  over  deaths  was  217. 


Births 

Boys— 253.  Girls— 259.  Total— 512. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  was  449,  in 
addition  to  these  63,  belonging  to  the  district  but  registered  elsewhere 
have  been  added,  making  a total  of  512. 

This  gives  a birth-rate  of  1 7*8  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  1 8*5  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1960  was  17*  1

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  299,  but 
deducting  96  deaths  of  persons  not  usually  resident  in  this  district,  and 
adding  92  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  in  other  districts,  the 
corrected  number  is  295.

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Diptheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  ninth  consecutive  year  there 
were  no  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  within  the  Borough. 

There  were  3 cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  and  two  of  these 
received  treatment  at  home. 


Dysentery 

There  were  only  five  cases  in  the  year. 


Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  26  pulmonary  and  1 other 
tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  1,  and 
from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  1,  a total  of  2 (1  male  and  1 fe- 
male) giving  a death-rate  of  0'06  per  1,000. 

Those  from  lung  tubercle  give  a death-rate  of  0*03  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  cases  receiving  sanatorium  treatment  during  the 
year  was  20. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  is  satisfactory. 


Respiratory  Organs 

The  deaths  numbered  25,  giving  a death-rate  of  0'87  and  include 
those  from  bronchitis  (17)  and  pneumonia  (7). 


Organic  Heart  Disease 

Ninety  seven  deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  3'03  per  1000. 


Malignant  Disease  (Cancer) 

There  were  54  deaths  from  cancer  (27  males,  27  females),  giving 
a rate  of  1*92  per  1,000. 
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Infectious  Diseases 


Visits  to  the  number  of  65  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year,  2 school  notices  and  certificates  were  issued. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  as  m previous  years  by  spraying 
and  fumigating  the  infected  rooms  with  formalin  and  treating  infected 
bedding  and  clothing  by  vapour  gas  at  the  Town’s  Depot.  The  vapour 
gas  disinfector  is  also  available  for  treating  infected  or  verminous 
clothes,  beds,  etc.,  from  the  ships  whilst  in  the  docks. 

During  the  year,  298  rooms  and  244  articles  were  disinfected 
158  articles  were  destroyed.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  Health  and  Cleansing  Department  during  the  year 
1960. 

It  is  with  regret  that  1 have  to  report  the  death  of  my  prede- 
cessor Mr.  P.  J.  Fisher,  approximately  twelve  months  after  he  retired 
on  30th  April,  1960.  Mr.  P.  J.  Fisher  served  the  Council  for  a period 
of  18  years  and  his  death  so  soon  after  retirement  was  most  untimely. 

The  year  1960  saw  the  introduction  of  several  important  new 
legislative  measures.  The  Caravan  Sites  Control  of  Development  Act, 
1960,  The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960  and  The  Food  Hygiene 
(Docks,  Carriers,  etc).,  Regulations,  1960.  The  Caravan  Sites  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960,  confers  on  local  authorities  effective 
powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites.  Under  The  N oise  Abatement  Act, 
1960,  local  authorities  will  be  able  to  require  the  abatement  of  a noise 
or  vibration  nuisance.  T he  Food  Hygiene  (Docks,  Carriers,  etc)., 
Regulations,  1960,  lay  down  general  requirements  as  to  the  handling  of 
food  in  docks,  public  warehouses,  public  cold  stores  etc.,  which  pre- 
viously did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  food  hygiene  legislation. 

One  of  the  year’s  problems  for  which  no  solution  was  found,  was 
the  inability  of  pig  keepers  to  dispose  of  the  manure  from  their 
piggeries.  Pig  keepers  experienced  great  difficulty  in  finding  Contractors 
willing  to  undertake  the  removal  of  manure  from  piggeries  and,  as  a 
result,  many  complaints  were  received.  This  problem  continues  to  give 
cause  for  concern. 

Information  concering  the  types  of  inspection  made  and  the  many 
other  varied  duties  is  given  (under  the  appropriate  headings)  in  the 
body  of  the  report.

Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

Although  the  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  improving,  there  is  still 
generally  a great  deal  of  room  for  improvement.  A proportion  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  time  is  taken  up  with  routine  inspections  of 
food  premises.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
food  handlers  and,  more  often  than  not,  this  is  willingly  given.  One  of 
the  most  common  offences,  however,  is  smoking  in  food  rooms.  Thi  s is 
a most  difficult  problem  to  deal  with  as  much  of  it  is  done  “behind  the 
scenes.’’  It  is  not  easy  to  impress  upon  a habitual  smoker  the  d anger 
of  transferring  infection  from  the  mouth  to  food  during  smoking.

The  furniture  and  effects  of  all  tenants  moving  into  Corporation 
houses  throughout  the  year  were  transported  and  fumigated  by  the 
Health  Department.  Fumigation  was  by  H.C.N.  gas  in  a special  van, 
or  by  D.D.T.  Lindane  smoke  generators. 


The  disinfestation  service  provided  by  the  Department  undertakes 
the  destruction  of  insect  pests  of  all  types.  The  methods  used  are 
spraying  with  liquid  or  powder  insecticides  and  fumigation  by  H.C.N. 
or  formaldehyde  gas.  Where  possible  infested  bedding  and  furniture  is 
brought  to  the  Health  Department  yard  and  treated  in  the  H.C.N. 
chamber  or  in  the  formaldehyde  gas  disinfector.  The  service  includes 
treatments  for  moths  in  carpets  and  furniture.  A charge  is  made  to 
cover  the  cost. 

During  the  year  i960  there  were  143  removals  to  Council  houses 
treated  by  either  H.C.N  . or  D.D.T.  Lmd  ane.

One  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Department. 
This  man  has  attended  a course  of  practical  instruction  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  Department  van 
driver  and  one  of  the  men  employed  on  the  refuse  tip  have  also  attended 
the  Ministry  course  and,  when  necessary,  can  be  employed  in  rodent 
control  work. 

Although  the  numbers  of  rodent  infestations  have  been  greatly  re- 
duced in  recent  years  due  both  to  the  amount  of  concentrated  effort 
throughout  the  country  during  and  since  the  last  World  War,  arid  to  the 
improvement  in  methods  of  treatment,  the  work  of  the  eradication  of 
rats  and  mice  must  still  be  regarded  as  being  of  major  importance  as 
much  damage  to  foodstuffs  and  property,  as  well  as  the  possible  spread 
of  disease,  is  prevented.

Refu  se  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping,  this  is  the  cheapest 
method  available  and  Fleetwood  is  fortunate  in  having  tipping  space 
for  many  years  to  come.  Every  eftort  is  made  to  keep  down  nuisance 
from  the  tip,  daily  treatment  with  insecticide  powder  and  regular  treat- 
ments against  rats  are  made. 


Street  Cleansing 

The  method  of  street  sweeping  employed  is  hand  sweeping  in 
conjunction  with  pedestrian  controlled  electric  street  orderly  trucks. 
There  are  three  men  to  each  truck. 


Gully  Emptying 

Street  gullies  are  cleaned  by  a vacuum  gully  emptier.  The  number 
of  Street  gullies  cleaned  was  2,887. 


Public  Conveniences 

The  following  public  conveniences  were  cleaned  each  day 
including  Sunday  by  the  Cleansing  Department. 

Bold  Street  : Public  Market,  Adelaide  Street  (Men  Only)  ; 

Preston  Street ; Ash  Street  and  Lindel  Road. 

During  the  summer  months  there  was  a full  time  attendant  in  both 
men  s and  women’ s conveniences  at  Bold  Street. 

Although  these  conveniences  were  thoroughly  cleaned  each  day 
a great  deal  of  the  work  is  undone  by  misuse,  in  addition,  a great  deal 
of  damage  caused  by  vandalism  has  to  be  repaired. 


Staff 

The  men  employed  m the  Cleansing  Department  worked  satis- 
factorily during  the  year.  It  is  perhaps  not  generally  appreciated  that 
cleansing  workmen  have  to  carry  out  the  same  amount  of  work  each 
week  irrespective  of  the  weather,  emptying  dustbins  for  8 hours  each 
day  is  hard  sustained  work  and  during  the  course  of  a day  a sweeper 
has  to  walk  and  sweep  several  miles.  The  work  these  men  do  is  far 
from  glamorous,  but  efficient  public  cleansing  is  one  of  the  basic 
essentials  of  our  modern  way  of  life,  Their  work  is  of  great  impor- 
tance to  the  community.

Section  V.  — Water  Supply 

The  fresh  water  supply  of  the  port,  and  for  shipping,  is  derived 
direct  from  the  mains  of  the  Fylde  Water  Board. 

Examination  of  samples  of  water  from  the  Dock  show  that  this 
water  is  not  suitable  for  the  washing  of  fish  or  fish  boxes,  or  any 
receptacles  or  utensils  which  come  into  contact  with  fish. 

The  sampling  of  drinking  water  on  fishing  vessels  and  other 
shipping  continued,  142  samples  were  taken  of  which  46  were  reported 
as  being  contaminated. 

There  were  also  37  samples  taken  from  the  valves  and  16  from 
the  hosepipes  used  for  filling  the  vessels  water  tanks,  all  these  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  Water  Boats  at  this  port. 

In  view  of  the  relatively  high  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  water 
samples  a systematic  investigation  of  possible  causes  was  made.  It  was 
established  that  the  supply  itself  was  satisfactory  and  thereafter  a code 
of  practice  to  be  used  when  filling  tanks  and  handling  drinking  water 
hoses  was  recommended.  In  addition  a system  of  tank  chlorination 
was  introduced.  The  results  of  water  samples  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  showed  a marked  improvement. 


Section  Vi-Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  1952 

(1)  List  of  Infected  Areas. 

A list  is  received  weekly  of  infected  areas,  and,  when  necessary, 
a copy  is  forwarded  to  the  local  Customs  and  Water  Guard  Officers. 
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(2)  Radio  Messages 

Facilities  are  available  for  radio  messages  to  be  sent  to,  or  received 
from,  ships  outside  the  port,  via  Seaforth  radio. 

(3)  Notification  otherwise  than  by  Radio 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  or  Port  Health  Inspector  is 
notified  by  the  Harbour  Authorities  or  Customs  Officers  of  any  illness 
that  occurs  on  any  vessel  entering  the  Port.  The  telegraphic  address 
to  the  Poit  Health  Authority  is  “ Portelth,  Fleetwood.’’ 


(4)  Mooring  Station 

The  mooring  station  for  vessels  found  to  be  infected  with  plague, 
cholera  or  yellow  fever  has  been  fixed  at  a position  in  the  River  Lune, 
Wyre  Lighthouse,  bearing  192°,  distant  cables. 


A mooring  berth,  within  the  harbour  area,  for  suspected  or  infected 
ships,  has  been  fixed  at  No.  6 Coaling  Berth  within  the  Fish  Dock. 

Standing  exemption,  provided  the  answers  to  questions  1,  2 and 
3 in  the  Declaration  of  Health  are  in  the  negative  and  the  ship  has 
not  called  at  an  infected  port  or  seaboard,  is  granted  in  respect  of  the 
following  notifiable  diseases  : —

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports 
no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Article  16 
of  the  Regulations. 


(5)  (a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  Infectious 

Disease. 

There  is  an  arrangement  with  the  Liverpool  Hospital 
Authority  for  the  admission  to  their  hospital  of  certain  specific 
cases  of  tropical  disease,  occurring  on  vessels. 

Other  infectious  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital  come 
jnder  local  arrangements. 
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(b)  Surveillance  of  contacts 

The  cont  acts  of  any  infectious  disease  case  are  kept  under 
observation  by  the  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Ships,  Per- 
sons, etc. 

A vapour  gas  disinfector  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  for 
disinfecting  clothing  and  bedding.  Facilities  also  exist  for  the  cleansing 
of  persons,  and  also  for  the  disinfection  of  ships.

The  work  of  rodent  repression  is  carried  out  by  full-time 
operators  employed  by  the  Dock  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive 
who  own  the  Dock  Estate,  and  with  co-operation  from  the  Local 
Authority. 
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Section  XIV. — Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regula- 
tions, 1934  & 1948 


All  of  the  shell-fish  beds  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  are  liable  to  pollution.  Notices  are  exhibited 
prohibiting  the  taking  of  shellfish  from  these  beds  for  human 
consumption.  A local  order  was  made  in  1939,  closing  all  shell  fish 
beds,  within  the  port  health  area.  Samples  of  shellfish  are  taken  at 
regular  intervals  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  eight  such 
samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  sewage  contamination.

The  port  is  one  of  the  country’s  leading  fishing  ports,  large  quan- 
tities of  fish  are  landed  daily  and  all  fish  is  inspected  after  landing.  The 
Port  Health  inspector  s time  is  largely  taken  up  with  this  important 
work.  A good  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  built  up  between  the 
fishing  industry  and  this  department  and,  as  a result,  on  no  occasion 
was  it  necessary  to  make  application  for  a warrant  or  an  order  from  a 
Justice  in  order  to  enforce  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.
